A goal inside the 
first five minutes

Preston tightened up 
considerably after the 
break, putting Mar- 
coni under pressure 
with Zinni, Warren 
Spink and Young Kris 
Trajanovski prom- 
inent. 


In fact, it took two 
super saves within a 
minute’ from Bob Cat- 
lin to deny Preston an 
equaliser in the 52nd 
and 54th minutes. 

But Marconi with- 
stood the test and 
came back with a bril- 
liant goal after 72 mi- 
nutes to settle the 
issue. 


Jean-Paul de Marig-

BRAZILIAN TEAM'S CASH 
DEMAND DELAYS GAME

THE visiting Brazilian Soccer team, Santos, led 
by the magical Pele, caused a sensation 
yesterday by refusing to play until it received a 


match fee in cash of $36, 


While thousands of 
Soccer fans poured into 
the Sports Ground for 
Santos’ eagerly awaited 
clash against Australia, 
the Brazilians remained in 
their Rushcutter Bay 
motel. 

Australian Soccer Feder~ 
ation officials frantically 
tried to solve the problem 
while 32,000 anxious fans 
packing the ground were 
unaware of the drama, 

The federation pre- 
sident, Sir Arthur George, 
said later: “It's the most 
amazing experience I've 
had in 30 years of 
business.” 

The match, which 
ended in a thrilling 2-all 
draw, finished under 
floodlights because of 
Santos’ late arrival. 

The main problem was 
that the Brazilians, the 
most experienced Soccer 
players ever to come to 


Australia, wanted their 
match fee only in 
American dollars. 

Santos first made the 
cash demand to ASF 
secretary Mr Brian Le 
Fevre on Friday, 

Mr Le Fevre immedi- 
ately sent couriers to 
banks and other sources 
to collect the American 
money but after scouring 
Sydney, the ASF could 
raise only $US20,000. 

This was given to 
Santos on Friday night, 
along with a cheque for 
$16,000 Australian. 


Complictions 


Further complications 
arose yesterday morning 
when Santos demanded 
the remaining cash on 
arrival at the ground. 

Bewildered ASF of- 
ficials took back the 
cheque and had to pay the 
$16,000 out of the gate 
takings before Santos 
would agree to take the 
field. 

“If they had accepted 
Australian money in the 
first place there would not 
have been any problems,” 
Mr Le Fevre said. 

“But they insisted on 
being paid in American 
money.”

Even Pele was un- 
able to conceal his 
surprise at the 
difference. 


And yet even 
coming in fiftieth on 
a list like this is 
something to be 
proud of. 

After all it consti- 
tutes a ranking in 
pretty. prestigious 
company. 

And so our in- 
ternational jury has 
named a football 
player above all

Zatopek (who came

FROM LONG-TIME VICTORIAN

OVER the years | 
have advocated the 
use of democratic 
proceedings in soc- 
cer, and that con- 
trolling bodies re- 
frain from spending 
money as if it was 
water. 

Additionally, I have 
asked that the brave but 
struggling clubs be given 
a helping hand, rather 
than being pushed 
under the water. 

And, more impor- 
tantly, that the Bradley 
Report be studied in 
depth and its lessons ap- 
plied to the game. 

However, the time ar- 
rives when one deems it 
best to decide that one 
will put pen to paper no 
more on the subject of 
our great game. 

So here goes with 
some credits, criticisms 
and pointers to the 
future for the last time. 
At the outset I must 
say that I have been

Well organised mod- 
ern defences with 
numerical superiority 
can hide the deficien- 
cies of modern defen- 
ders. 


But great defenders 
like Bernal allow you 
to attack in numbers as 
they are able to handle 
the inevitable counter 
attacks. 

This happened at 
the St George Stadium 
as Wollongong Mace- 
donia with their five 
man back line laun- 
ched fast attacks from 
deep positions in 
defence, 


Bernal was parti- 
cularly smart in one 
situation as he got 
caught with two 
attackers close in on 
goal. 


The smartness of his

Soccer’s assets 


IN a membership drive aimed at increasing the number of 
registered players in NSW for 1991, | have designed a brochure 
for distribution in early February next year. 

The intention is to highlight the selling points of soccer to those contemplat- 
ing whether or not they will choose our sport in preference to the myriad of 
other winter competitors. 

I spent some time deciding what soccer could advertise as being the qualities 
that make it “the right choice” for their son or daughter. 

My main aim of this exercise was to educate the potential customer and if 
they were convinced or satisfied they'll buy from us and become a registered 
player. 


Asset No.1 — Exercise/Co-ordination 

Soccer requires constant moving, jogging and running separated by fre- 
quent sprints. It exercises all the players’ muscles and demands an ability to 
turn, jump, lunge and grind to sudden halts. 

All of these take place while you are controlling a ball and facing a 
determined opposition. 

As a player has to run and kick at the same time, this develops much needed 
co-ordination in growing youths. 

Soccer is a game of skill with the ball. The partnership between the ball and 
your foot is of the greatest importance. 


Asset No.2 — Fun 

The first time one plays in a competitive match it is like playing in a Cup 
Final. The thrill of first playing for a team will remain with you all your life. 

There is the excitement of playing against other teams, and travelling to 
away matches. F 

All soccer players will tell you how much they enjoyed playing, how good 
they felt and what a lot of fun they had. The result of the game is not too 
important in the early years. 

The ultimate feeling in soccer is to score a goal. To beat an opponent and 
shoot past the goalkeeper is what the game is all about and this can be 
celebrated by all team members as well as supporters. 


Asset No.3 — Injuries 
Soccer is a minimum physical contact game, which results in relatively few 
injuries. Registration with your local soccer team also includes sports injury 
insurance should you be one of the very few who suffer an injury. 


Asset No.4 — Cost 

Playing the game does not require major financial inyestment. In fact, very 
little equipment apart from a ball is required, and the game can be played on 
virtually any flat space. 

Games are played on council grounds which are well grassed and 
are close to your home. 

I believe that your average club player would agree that the spirit of soccer 
is infectious, and once you are playing in a team it is not uncommon for you to 
maintain this relationship for a lifetime. 

The many joys of soccer football will continue for many tens of thousands of 
| amateur players in 1991, including a big intake of enthusiastic newcomers.
